In the show ring 
the offspring of Mata- 
dor Segis Walker 
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have been the sensation of the northwest. At the last 
Pacific International show, one of the very greatest Hol- 
stein shows ever seen, his son was grand champion bull 
and his daughter was grand champion female. First prize 
for get of sire went to the offspring of this great bull in 
1920 as it did in 1919, and in all, ten blue ribbons out of a 
possible twenty-four went to offspring of Matador in the 
1920 show. 

Let us first consider the work of the first heifer on 
the list of Carnation Matador Leda, who, as we have said, 
holds the world’s record for milk production in the junior 
2-year-old class with over 26,000 lbs. She displaces as 
world’s champion, Miss Aaggie Acme Burke. owned by the 
Morris Corporation of California, with 24,336. lbs. Her 
butter record of 979 lbs. stands in 8th place in her class, 
from which we can compute that according to our method 
of figuring she stands second in her class for combined 
milk and butter production. 

Leda is one of the very best daughters of her sire, and 
her dam is a daughter of Dutchland Governor Sir Colantha, 
who is one of the very best sons of Colantha Johanna Lad. 

While we are on the subject of Matador daughters, we 
will take up in more detail the last two on the list, leaving 
the Nooksack heifer until the last. Carnation Matador 
Nora and Carnation Matador Mutual Clothilde, whose rec- 
ords are given in the table, are two of the very best indi- 
vidual daughters of that sire. They were borr within a 
month of each other, and as yearlings both were taken to 
the Pacific International Show in 1919, where Mutual 
Clothilde placed first and Nora second. Both freshened 
shortly after the show. ard both were started on semi- 
official test. Mutual Clothilde was stopped at the end of 
her 305-day period as she was due to freshen again shortly, 
and her production was found to be, as we have said, 
17,021.1 lbs. milk, containing 702.55 Ibs. butter, both of 
which are world’s records for that division under the new 
rules. In fact, it is believed to be a world’s record for 
combined milk and butter production in that division under 
any old rules at all. It might be interesting to add that 
shortly after completing this record, Carnation Matador 
Mutual Clothilde was again taken to the Portland show 
where she won grand champion honors. 
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Nora, the other sister, was continued for the full y 
breaking the world’s record for yearlings with 20,885.7 Ibe 
milk, displacing as champion, Woodcrest Colantha Pletje 
with 20,859.7 lbs.—a record made for J. w. Dimick 
Rifton, New York. Her butter record of 842.4 Ibs. was at 
that time the largest ever made in the United States by 
heifer of her breed under two years old. The only other 
Holstein of that age to exceed these butter figures at that 
time was the Canadian heifer Calamity Snow Pontiac with 
858 lbs., owned by Walburn Rivers of Ingersoll, Ontario 

These two sisters no doubt inherit much of their quality 
from their wonderful sire, Matador, but they also come of 
good breeding on the dam’s side, Mutual Clothilde being 
out of a 27-lb. junior 4-year-old daughter of Sir Pledge De 
Kol Korndyke and Nora being from a 26-lb. junior 4-year. 
old daughter of Sir Canary Mechthilde. 

The fourth one of this great quartette of heifers was 
developed by a different breeder and comes of entirely 
different lines of breeding than the other three. She jg 
Nooksack Jewel Fayne, with a record as a yearling of 
889.22 Ibs. butter from 23,140.4 lbs. milk. The butter ree 
ord displaces that of the Carnation heifer, Calamity Snow 
Pontiac for the breed championship of the 2-year-olds and 
her milk record displaces the production of Carnation 
Matador Nora, one of the sisters we have just described. 

Like the three sisters just described, Nooksack Jewel 
Fayne is distinctly a Washington product. There she was 
bred and there she has passed her short life thus far. 
Her breeder was Otto Rundgren of Mount Vernon. but she 
was born Feb. 16, 1918, the property of her present owner, 
H. J. Evans of Ferndale, Washington. 

The performance of this marvelous heifer is only 
another instance of the truth of te old saying “blood will 
tell.” She is a daughter of a great dam, Jewel Glencoe De 
Kol 2d who we understand is now herself making a year 
record that will probably pass the 25,000-lb. mark for milk 
with over 900 Ibs. butter. 

On the sire’s side the new champion comes of lines that 
have proven their worth. Although she is the only daugh- 
ter of her sire, Sir Bessie Homestead Johanna Fayne 34, 
vet to be tested, she is herself a pretty good proof his

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The Leaders For 1920 


Covering Records Reported From May 1, 1920 to Dec. 27, 1920 
By W. A. PRESCOTT 











T has been the writer’s custom during past years to dis- 

cuss with the readers of the WORLD the question of 

“Leaders for the Year,” i. e., the best records reported 

from the office of the superintendent of Advanced 
Registry at the time the discussion takes place. Owing to 
the vast amount of work required to keep the records in 
shape, these reports are not usually received until at least 
two months after the records are made, so the statement 
“leaders for the year” is not exactly accurate, but is the 
best we can do if we stick to records officially reported. 

As these lines are written—February 16, 1921—our 
latest Advanced Registry report covers tests received up 
to December 27, 1920, or for all practical purposes, to the 
end of the year. We are therefore going to consider in 
this story records, reports of which were received by the 
superintendent between the beginning of the present offi- 
cial year, May 1, 1920, and the beginning of the present 
calendar year. 

During these seven months we find one world’s record 
broken in the 7-day division, five in the 305-dayv division 
and four in the 365- 
day division, the 30- 
jay division alone 
turning out no world’s 
champions as_ yet. 
The greatest progress 
over past years seems 
to be in the long-time 
test, which may be ac- 
counted for in part by 
the increased interest 
in this form of testing 
that is manifest all 
over the United States 
and indeed in Canada. 
Especially, of course, 
this is true in the 305- 
day division which 
was operating last 
year for the first time 
under the new rules, 
and when we speak 
of world’s champions 
in the 305-day divi- 
sion we include only 
records made this 
year and last, as we

and remember also that it is during the last five months, 
which are not included here in the 1920 figures, that most 
of the best records are usually made. It is thus encourag- 
ing when in the column for the last seven months of 1920 
we find larger figures for 305-day butter and milk and for 
265-day milk than in the other column, while the 365-day 
butter is very nearly as large. 

At the end of this story I purpose to have published a 
complete list of the leaders for milk and for butter produc- 
tion in all seven age classes of all four divisions—7-days, 
30-days, 305-days and 365-days. These lists bring out in a 
rather striking way the wonderful records that are being 
made on the Pacific coast. Of the 56 class leaders 12 come 
from California and 11 from Washington, the third state 
being New York with 7. Wisconsin and Ohio are tied for 
fourth place with 5 leaders eaca, and are followed by Min- 
nesota with 4, Ontario with 3, Michigan, Pennsylvania and 
Iowa with 2 each, and [llinois, South Carolina and North 
Dakota with 1 each. 

When we consider the men who appear as owners of 
class leaders at the 
time the records were 
finished, we find a 
baker’s dozen that ap- 
pear more than once. 
Toyon Farms Associa- 
tion of San Francisco 
and Julius Schmid of 
Montgomery, New 
York, head the list, 
each appearing four 
times, and are follow- 
ed by Carnation 
Farms, Seattle, Wash- 
ington, A. C. Hardy of 
Brockville, Ontario, 
James J. Jeffries of 
Burbank, California, 
each appearing three 
times, while the fol- 
lowing list each ap- 
pears twice.—Gustave 
Pabst, Dousman, Wis- 
consin; A. W. Morris

have no way of tell- 
ing whether records 
made in this division 
previous to the year 
1919 to 1920 satisfied the present requirements as to calving 
or not. It might perhaps be desirable if the Advanced 
Registry could furnish a list of the 305-day records made 
previous to May 1, 1919, that also satisfied the calving re- 
quirement, but at the present writing we have no data on 
this interesting subject.

Although only one new world’s champion has appeared 
in the 7-day division during the last seven months of 1920, 
we find creditable records made in that division in every 
class.

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South America as a Market for Breeding 
Stock

offers the enterprising American breeders of dairy 

cattle an unusually promising future market. Dairying 
in all that country today is more a matter of quantity 
than of quality. Butter is the one dairy product which so 
far is exported to any extent. Most of this comes to the 
United States and being of a considerably lower grade than 
the home product brings a correspondingly lower price. 
Much of it must be renovated before it is marketed. Like- 
wise it falls below the standard of the Danish product 
which lately has been coming along in constantly increas- 
ing volume. 

Before South American dairy interests will be able to 
market their output to advantage abroad they must in- 
crease vastly the quality of their products. They are 
coming more and more to realize this and in consequence 
there is being displayed a keen interest in American dairy 
methods and machinery. Especially’ are American 
creameries coming in for careful investigation. But neither 
methods nor machinery will remedy the weakness of 
South America as a dairy 
country. In the finality 


S OUTH AMERICA’S dairy industry, still in its infancy, 


was importing in great numbers the highest priced pedi- 
greed animals to be bought in England. Exposition grounds 
were established at Palermo, just outside Buenos Ayres 
and there in 1902 was held the first national livestock ex. 
position. These are now annual events. ’ 
Both Argentina and Uruguay maintain their own pedi- 
gree books for all live stock. They record chiefly Short- 
horn, Hereford and Aberdeen Angus cattle; Hampshire 
Lincoln, Liecester, Oxford Down, Suffolk, Shropshire: gnd 
Romey Marsh sheep; Clydesdale, Hackney and Shire 
horses; and Duroc-Jersey, Berkshire, Poland China and 
Yorkshire hogs. Argentina probably has more registered 
Shorthorns today than any other country on the globe. 
Hereford and Aberdeen Angus come next in order. Price 
has seldom been considered in her importation of prize ani- 
mals. At the annual livestock shows prices at the auction 
sales range close to an average of $2,000. The lesson of 
quality has been thoroughly learned. 
His attention and effort entirely centered in the develop- 
ment of his beef producing ranch the Argentino has given 
small consideration to the 
possibilities of dairying.

Only in the last few years 
has it been considered at 
all seriously, and even 
yet there has been small 
advancement of the dairy 
interest. Around Buenos 
Ayres are a considerable 
number of rather small 
creameries and _ cheese 
factories. None of them 
are modernly equipped 
along the American stan- 
dard. Their product is in- 





greatest volume and the 
best grades. It has every 
advantage. Its grazing 
lands are boundless, inexhaustibly supplied with the finest 
forage both in grass and alfalfa, bounteouslv watered and 
cheap beyond comparison with any American grazing 
lands. Why a hemisphere should be so richly endowed as 
a grazing paradise and supplied with only a few compara- 
tively useless animals to! enjoy it is one of nature’s un- 
answered conundrums, the one oversight of which nature 
was guilty. 

South American cattle and horses originally were in- 
troduced by the Spaniards in those far distant days when 
looting the Peruvian palaces was their popular and chief 
over seas sport. Prior to this the llama was the one 
domesticated animal. The few horses and cattle left be- 
hind by the Spanish invaders ran wild and multiplied tre- 
mendously in the rank, belly-deep grass of the pampas 
country. Of inferior strains to begin with they rapidly 
degenerated into the wild criollo types that correspond to 
our own “Texas ponies” and long horn Texas steers. For 
nearly three hundred years they were hunted for their 
hides and as a meat supply. 

Sometime prior to 1850 native ranchers began herding 
and branding these wild horses and cattle and establishing 
the cattle raising business that in later years became the 
chief industry of Argentina and Uruguay. Along about 
1875 the initial importations of blooded cattle were made 
by French ranchers who were the first to recognize the 
possibiities of the country. British capital established the 
first meat exporting company in the early eighties, the 
River Plate Fresh Meat Company, Ltd. Ten or fifteen years 
later the big American packing houses entered both the 
Argentina and Uruguay fields. 

Meantime the Argentina Rural Society and the Uruguay 
Rural Society had been organized by the ranchers of both 
countries with a view to encouraging improvement in the 
standard of their beef cattle. These organizations, in their 
activities, are equivalent to our Department of Agriculture. 
Argentina was most aggressive in this movement and soon

Sanitary production and handling. of dairy products has 
not been attempted to any extent in any South American 
country. Mostly dairying is yet in the milk man stage. 
Pasteurization, the cream separator, the milking machine, 
the condensary and all the up-to-date tricks of the trade as 
exemplified in the modern American creamery are virtually 
unknown, certainly unpracticed. But the enterprising Ar- 
gentino, who has made the most of raising beef cattle, who 
pays any price at all for the best breeding bulls, who can 
dispense with the silo and let his animals graze outdoors 
the year round, is pretty certain, sooner or later to in- 
vestigate the best milk producing breeds. 

Just how soon this will be will depend largely upon the 
enterprise and aggressiveness of the American breeders. 
Today the Argentino depends upon the Shorthorn for his 
milk supply. It has served him for years, he hasn’t appre 
ciated the advantage of a greater or better milk yield for 
the simple reason that he has never known anything of the 
sort. Here and there are a few Jerseys, Guernseys and 
Holsteins mostly imported from Europe, but they are 
purely for private production. The amateur dairymen have 
not gone that far. , 

Through the activities of the National Swine Growers 
Association American bred hogs are finding a profitable 
market in Uruguay, Paraguay and Argentine. Through the 
efforts of the American Shorthorn Breeders’ Association 
more than a hundred head of Shorthorns were shipped to 
the several South American countries last year. Other 
national organizations representing the peef breeds es 
planning to send exhibition herds into this territory, aa 
the Division of Foreign Marketing, of the Department 0 
Agriculture, has had investigators in the field the — 
part of the last two years. Their reports will be availabie 
shortly.

seven, thirty, three hundred and five days and the 

full year. It is not without significance that of all 
these fifty-six records listed, the holder in every case ig a 
pure bred Holstein-Friesian cow or heifer. What stronger 
evidence of the producing ability of the black and white 
breed could be cited? It is because the Holstein cow makeg 
good under all conditions and is not only the greatest pro- 
ducer in pounds of milk and fat but is also a winner when 
net returns are checked up, and because of the unusual de- 
mand for the increase of the Holstein herds that we find 
the Black and White sentiment sweeping over the dairy 
sections of the United States from coast to coast and other 
sections which in the past have given little attention to 
dairying. The cow testing reports from all over the coun- 
try tell the same story and are contributing materially to 
the extension of the breed. The list of World’s Champions 
showing “Every one a Holstein-Friesian,” every reader of 
the World at least will admit, tells the story about as we 
would like to have it told. 


The National Dairy Show at St. Paul 


HE first thought upon reading the announcement of 
the holding of the next National Dairy Show at St. 
Paul, Minn., is rather one of surprise but analysis of 
the situation makes it appear a very logical action 
upon the part of the Dairy Show management. We present 
letters from a number of well known Minnesotians who 
may be expected to appreciate the advantages of holding 
the show within their borders and those advantages we 
are willing to admit are set forth most convincingly. We 
believe that the National Dairy Show at St. Paul not only 
will draw a bigger attendance than any other dairy show 
ever has done but that it will also call forth a greater lot 
of cattle for exhibition. Minnesota and Wisconsin have 
long been famous for the quality of their cattle and their 
willingness to bring them out for public exhibition. The 
shows last year at Minnesota and Wisconsin State Fairs 
were probably the two greatest Holstein shows ever held. 
at least within recent years, at a state fair. Without very 
much question, therefore, the next National Dairy Show 
can be and will be, as it certainly ought to be, dominated 
by the Holstein cow and without any question should have 
a distinctly black and white appearance. Another ad- 
vantage for having the show at St. Paul which perhaps 
was not given consideration in deciding upon that location 
and which holds great possibilities is the fact that an 
opportunity to make the Northwest Pacific Fair circuit is 
afforded as it never has been in the past. The dates of 
the National Dairy Show are October 8-15. On October 
19-25 at Lewiston, Idaho, will be held the show of the 
Northwest Livestock Association. October 27-November 2 
at Spokane, Washington, the Western Royal Livestock 
Show takes place and the following. week, November 5-12. 
at Portland, is the Eleventh Annual Pacific International 
Livestock Exposition—the live stock event most closely 
challenging the National Dairy Show for leadership in the 
dairy field and which also crowds the great International 
for supremacy along the lines of beef cattle, sheep and 
swine. We look to see the Pacific Northwest represented 
at the National Dairy Show more strongly than ever = 
fore, particularly in view of this circuit of fairs which — 
break the jump back to the coast and the prepetns = 
taking a herd way through to make, the four shows might 
appeal to some ambitious eastern or middle western — 
er who felt enough confidence in the ability of his catt 
to win in this competition. ‘ to

the spirit of the men back of the movement. in this North- 
west territory, is bound to make a great success out of the 
National Dairy Show. I predict that, before we get through 
with it, the officials of the Dairy Show Association will 
want to remain in St. Paul, probably indefinitely, at least 
we hope 80. 

“It is our ambition now to try to secure the Internation- 
al Dairy Show that is planning to convene in this country 
in 1922. We are going to make a hard fight to get it. 
We have everything they need in the way of equipment 
and can meet all of their requirements. We are logically 
jocatd geographically in this country, to make it practical 
and feasible for the International Dairy Show to come 


here. 

“The fact that our Minnesota State Fair, the greatest 
in the world, excepting perhaps the one held at Toronto, 
meets just a month before the National Dairy Show here 
this fall. will make it possible for exhibitors of dairy cattle 
to go to the fair, take in the circuit around over the North- 
west, including the largest state fairs and Waterloo Cattle 
Congress and then get back here in time for the National 
Dairy Show and complete one of the greatest exhibitions 
that will perhaps ever be made in this country. For the men 
who sell dairy equipment and supplies, farm machinery. 
ice cream equipment and machinery, etc., this territory 
offers the best possible market. 

Minnesota alone produced one hundred and fifty-five 
million dollars’ worth of dairy products last year. 

I predict that we will double the attendance here that 
we would have in Chicago. We are grateful to Mr. Skinner 
and his board of directors for giving us such serious con- 
sideration and accepting our invitation and we are going 
to back them up to the limit in making it one of the most 
successful shows ever held. We want to put this great 
Northwest before the National Dairy Snow in a way that 
they cannot forget and so that no matter where they may 
go in the future our people will stand out in their minds. 

“Everyone here, regardless of the business in which 
they may be engaged, is very happy over the National 
Dairy Show coming here, because in this financial depres- 
sion which is sweeping over the country. we have been 
unable to find any class of men who are sitting more com- 
fortably than the man engaged in milking the dairy cow. 
The bankers of the Northwest are more than interested 
in this dairy show coming to the Twin Cites, more than in 
anything I have ever seen come here, and they are taking 
great interest in helping us to push it along. 

We are going to try to more than duplicate the Na- 
tional Sale and Convention held here last spring. 

It is necessary for us to secure appropriations from our 
Legislature now in session, to the amount of some $300,000, 
in order to complete the buildings, and give the proper 
setting for this enterprise.”

Legal Punishment for Falsifying Records 


BILL is being prepared for presentation to the state 
A Legislature of Minnesota which will make “any fraud 

attempted, committed or connived at” in the making 
of official or semi-official records a felony and punishable 
as such, according to a letter from Bertram D. Scott who 
states that there is little doubt but what this bill will go 
through without any opposition and urges other states to 
take action. With the backing of the strongly organized 
State Association of breeders of Holstein-Friesians this 
bill should go through, in fact, it segms impossible to us 
to find any grounds upon which any honest opposition 
could be based. Once on the statute books, other states 
may be expected to follow the example set by Minnesota 
and we may reasonably expect that the efforts of the breed 
associations to protect the buyer and to see that he gets 
value for his money will be, in the near future, backed by 
state and possibly federal laws. 


The business of breeding and selling purebred cattle is 
built upon honor. The man who violates the trust the 
public has in him deals a blow to the foundations of 
society. He is false to himself as well as to others. He 
lets the temporary gain of the present obscure from his 
mental vision the permanent benefits of the future. To such 
men of limited mental outlook, legal punishment for 
offences committed is the only deterrent they can under- 
stand and heed.

A week, is one of the most remarkable cows of the 
breed as shown by her year record recently re- 
ported. Her figures according to the announcement 

from the Advanced Registry Office are 29,162.7 lbs. milk 
and 1073.3 lbs. fat, equivalent to 1341.62 Ibs. butter on the 
80 per cent. basis. She is the thirty-fifth cow of the breed 
to produce above 1000 Ibs. in a year and for combined milk 
and butter on the basis computed in our January 22 issue 
she would rank fourth among the aged cows, being ex- 
ceeded only by Segis Pietertje Prospect, Tilly Alcartra and 
Laurameka. She carried a calf 192 days of the test and 
during the test traveled by express a distance practically 
equivalent to the width of the United States. Under these 
conditions her record must -be considered as really sensa- 
tional. for if she had stayed continuously at the Yates 
Farm it would not have been unreasonable to ex- 
pect a milk record of between 31,000 and 32,000 
Ibs. and a butter record that would have crowded 
Finderne Pride Johanna Rue for’ second position. 
Her claim to greatness does not rest on _ this 
one record alone as she has made five short time rec- 
ords averaging 31.10 Ibs., all of them above 29 Ibs. and three 
of them above 30 Ibs., her high record being made in nine- 
year-old form at the beginning of this test when she pro- 
duced 35.26 Ibs. butter and 755.4 lbs. milk in seven days. 
143.55 Ibs. butter and 3164.5 lbs. milk in thirty days, 280.89 
lbs. butter and 6240.2 lbs. milk in sixty days and 464.20 lbs. 
butter and 10253.80 Ibs. milk in one hundred days. Her 
year butter record stands second in New York State being 
exceeded only by O K L Pearl Tula while the milk record 
is likewise second for the state, the high mark being the 
30,000-lb. record of O K L Andire Posch. Only one cow of 
the breed, namely Segis Pietertje Prospect, has ever beaten 
her for both milk and butter and no cow of the breed has 
ever equalled her showing for seven days and for the year 
in both milk and butter. She is a daughter of De Kol 
Hengerveld Sprig, he being by Woodcrest Nig De Kol, the 
well known son of Hengerveld De Kol.

New Jersey is but an infant 
scarcely six weeks old yet, the 
breeders have been doing things. One 
of the first things to which we turned 
our attention was that of legislation 
to increase the appropriation for ac- 
credited herd work. On January 31st 
we were given a hearing by the appro- 
priations committee and fifty Holstein 
men turned out. When the hearing 
Was over the committee granted 
$25,000 more than had originally been 
but into next year’s budget. Dr. J. H. 
McNeil, Chief of the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry already has received 
— fifty applications for tests under 
© accredited herd plan since that 
time. In drawing up programs of 
work for the coming year each local 
association has adopted a goal of a 


certain number of herds to be placed 
under state and federal supervision. 
The secretary has met with the pro- 
ject committees of each of the local 
clubs during the past month and each 
local has now drawn up a project for 
the coming year. Club work among 
boys and girls has been planned as 
one of the most important projects of 
all. Senator Frehlinghuysen has placed 
in a bank at Trenton $30,000 which is 
to be loaned to boys and girls for the 
purchase of pure bred stock. 

The state association is advising the 
boys and girls to take up this project 
with a calf that is several months of 
age and to start in the fall of 1921 
when the season of heat and flies will 
be past. 

There are two things that the state 
organization is going to continually 
harp on through this coming year and 


the years to follow. They are first, 
the development of community orga- 
nization and second, the development 
of one line of breeding in that com- 
munity. There are in New Jersey 
several communities where the scrub 
bull is still in evidence. He must be 
replaced by a good pure bred sire. 
The Holstein-Friesian pure bred sire 
will improve dairy conditions in these 
sections and every breeder of pure 
bred Holsteins in the state should be 
sure that the beginner gets started 
with a bull that is of the right type.

The South Jersey breeders held 
their annual meeting on the night of 
February 14th at Shiloh, N. J. That 
Holsteins are muking good in the 
lower end of the state was evidenced 
by the fact that 350 people were 
present at the meeting. At the busi- 
ness meeting Secretary Bullard’s re 
port showed that the association had 
done over $5,000 worth of business in 
six months. Mr. Walter Garrison was 
elected president for another year 
with Samuel Ridgeway, vice-president. 
Mr. Bullard’s work is having its effect 
in this community and all members 
of the South Jersey Local are strong 
for their paid secretary. 

The program was entertaining and 
instructive. Professor Regan gave a 
short talk urging the breeders to de- 
cide on one line of breeding and then 
stick to it. The State Secretary fol- 
lowed next on the program and gave 
a brief summary of what was happen- 
ing in the way of dairy legislation and 
urged the breeders to apply quick for 
the Federal and State Tuberculin Test. 
The value of bull associations was 
also dwelt upon by the secretary. 

Mr. Bullard, who is full of Holstein 
enthusiasm, gave the plans already 
made for a sale in May and also for a 
banner cattle exhibit in August, 1921, 
at Bridgeton. 

On the 15th and 16th, Clifford Cris- 
pin, South Jersey member of the state 
sale committee, Mr. Bullard and the 
Secretary visited several herds to 
select cattle for the State Sale June 9. 
We saw some wonderful individuals 
and selected an 18-lb. two-year-old, a 
daughter of a 30-lb. cow and a 37-lb.

TUBERCULIN TEST OR PAS. 
TEURIZE 


Appleton, Wis., is aroused over the 
subject of whether the milk delivered 
in town shall be from tuberculin test- 
ed cows or pasteurized and the Com- 
munity Welfare Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce will take up 
the question at its next meeting. An 
ordinance requiring all milk sold in 
the city to come from tested herds is 
suggested. Outagamie County is al 
ready giving consideration to the sub- 
ject. Several of the dealers pasteurize 
their milk before delivery to the 
patrons, and the Gopher Hill cheese 
factory patrons voted to have every 
cow from which milk is brought to the 
plant tuberculin tested. At recent 
meetings of both the Holstein and 
Guernsey Breeders’ Assn. eed 
interest was shown in the subject of 
tuberculin testing, although no action 
taken by them has been reported. 

There are a number of good Hol- 
stein herds around Appleton and 
nearly all of these are periodically 
tuberculin tested.

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MARCH AGRICULTURE HISTORY 


March is an important month in ag- 
ricultural history. The first society 
for promoting agricultural work was 
organized in Philadelphia on the first 
day of March, 1785. On the 31st of 
March, 1839, Congress appropriated 
$1000 for the Patent Office to obtain 
agricultural statistics. This was the 
beginning of the Department of Agri 
culture. On the 16th of March. 1906, 
the Adams Act or second experimental 
station bill was approved by President 
Roosevelt. On the second day of 
March, 1888, the Massachusetts Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station was _ or- 
ganized under the Hatch Act. The 
Minnesota Agricultural Experiment 
Station was organized on the 7th of 
March, 1885, and the Illinois Agri- 
cultural Station was organized on the 
2ist of March, 1888. The first county 
agent began work in Broome County 
on the 20th of March, 1911, and from 
the work started that day has grown 
the tremendous American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation. The first federal 
law protecting migratory birds went 
into effect on the 4th of March, 1913. 
On the 10th of March, 1893, the first 
bottle of certified milk was delivered. 
On the 15th of March, 1887. Benedict 
Provost first successfully used copper 
sulphate to prevent stinking smut of 
wheat. Another event that has had 
great influence upon industry as well 
as upon agriculture was the issuance 
on March 14th, 1794, of a patent to 
Eli Whitney for the first cotton gin. 
Thomas Jefferson was then president. 

The calendar of few months can 
show so many important events that 
have exerted a lasting and beneficial 
effect upon agriculture as March.

Mankato Gets Chinese Cattle Inquiry 


The fame of some of our great Hol- 
stein breeding establishments is be- 
coming world-wide. Recently, Mar- 
low & Randall of the Mankato Hol- 
stein Farms received an inquiry fer 
some cattle from Tamingfu, Chil-Li 
North China. The letter was written 
Dec. 7, 1920, and received at Mankato 
Farm January 11, 1921, more than u 
month later. It was written by the 
general director of the School Orphan- 
age Farm, generally called the Or- 
phanage Experiment Farm. A circu- 
lar was enclosed with the letter giv- 
ing some facts about the present Hol- 
stein herd at the Orphange, which was 
established in 1910. The first animal 
was the imported heifer Alpha Mead 
Maud Burke Pietertje No. 139075. An 
American dairy expert recently val- 
ued this cow at $2500 in gold. Her 
first calf was born when she was 18 
months old and in six months she pro- 
duced over 700 gallons of milk, from 
which was made over 250 Ibs. of but- 
ter, and this was before she was two- 
years old. A few other Holstein fe 
males as well as some good bulls were 
imported shortly after this heifer. 
These bulls have been crossed wita 
the native work cow, which sells from 
$25 to $30 each. From this cross, they 
are getti.g some excellent grade na- 
tive milkers. In November, a half 
blood Holstein cow was sold for $400 
to a Chinese dairyman, and her daugh- 
ter, also by a pure bred bull was sold 
to another Chinaman for $500. The 
original grade dam would not have 
brought more than from $25 to $30. 
The difference is the result of using 
pure bred sires. 

Milk retails at twenty cents a pint 
the circular states, and it also states 
that China ought to have 10,000,000 
dairy cows, as conditions in the Mon- 
gol Empire are far away ahead of 
those in Japan for dairy cattle. The 
Chinese have never been great users 
of milk and instead of depending upon 
the cow for essentials in food ele- 
ments, they themselves consume great 
quantities of green vegetables and 
leaves to which their digestive appar- 
atus has become accustomed. 

They have two silos on the Experi- 
ment Farm and corn has done well. 
During the past year they have been 
in the famine section and alfalfa was 
the only thing of which they had a 
good crop. The farm is sending out 
alfalfa seed wherever milking cows 
have been introduced, and many Chi- 
nese are becoming interested in dairy- 
ing. It is planned to send a Chinese 
commission to the United States next 
summer to purchase Holsteins for 
foundation herds.

Goitre Prevention: Valuable Tip 


Thinking it may be of interest to 
readers of the World we are writing 
you concerning the use of Potassium 
Iodide as a prevention of goitre in 
calves. We use 5-grain Potassium 
Iodide tablets every other day in the 
drinking buckets of pregnant cows, 
sixty days before freshening. We have 
not had a single case of goitre while 
using Potassium Iodide. Through an 
oversight we neglected to use Potas 
sium Iodide for a short time and im- 
mediately goitres in our calves reap 
peared. Upon taking up the treatment 
again, the goitres disappeared. 

We have not made any experiments 
concerning the amount of Potassium 
Iodide that will prevent goitres and 
have been using the 5-grain tablets in 
the water simply because we feel it 
is the easiest method to pursue. Per- 
haps lesser amounts of Potassium 
Iodide may be used with success and

ACCREDITED HERD WORK FOR 
JANUARY 

The summary of tuberculosis 
eradication work under the _ federal 
accredited herd plan for the month of 
January, 1921, shows another splendid 
month from the standpoint of accom- 
plishment. The total number of head 
tested 117,305 is the second highest 
for any month. December showing 
over 125,000. 7045 herds or lots were 
tested and the total number of re- 
actors were 4657 slightly less than four 
percent. Wisconsin and Mississippi 
continue very close for first honors in 
regard to number of head tested, 8629 
head being tested in Mississippi and 
8628 in Wisconsin. Mississippi con 
tinues her splendid record of the past 
few months with only eighteen  re- 
actors with the large total tested, 
while Wisconsin also makes a very 
creditable showing with 291 reactors. 
Minnesota tested 7681 head, New 
York 5759, North Dakota 4758, Mis- 
souri 4632 and Oregon 4316. Thirteen 
accredited herds were added in Min- 
nesota during the month bringing their 
total to 744 while with twenty-eight 
new herds Wisconsin made a gain and 
now has a total of 524 on the list. 
Nineteen were added in Pennsylvania 
bringing their total to 444 while 
Virginia adds twenty-two for a total 
of 413. The sensational gain, however, 
is made in the state of Vermont which 
increased from 159 to 292 adding 133 
fully accredited herds during the 
month, and still maintaining 1356 
herds on the list that have passed one 
clean test. Ohio is thus forced down 


one notch in the standing although 
making a very good gain of 26 herds 


to her total of 289. Maine increased 
thirty-one and now has 271 while 
Indiana has 235, a gain of twenty-one 
The grand total of accredited herds 
has now reached 5502, an increase of 
489 herds during the month. 28,1058 
herds however are also on the list as 
having passed one clean test which is 
an increase of 266 for the month.

20th, she had been milking 75 days, 
and on that date, gave 102.8 Ibs.. which 
is certainly some showing 75 days 
after freshening. This great cow is 
consigned to the Brentwood Sale. 

Katie Pietertje Paul 5th has the dis- 
tinction of producing more butter in a 
year than any other cow ever did in 
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cow testing association work. She 
freshened on Nov. 7, 1918. In Janu- 
ary, 1919, she was put in cow teating 
association work two months after 
she was fresh. She was in the as- 
sociation ten months and during 4 
time made 21,005.3 lbs. milk, 956.2 Pbs. 
butter. For the full year she made 
25,582 lbs. milk, 1152 lbs. butter. De- 
spite the fact .that her first two 
months’ production was made in A. R. 
O. test before she was in the associa- 
tion, she made, as-far as we can find 
out, a world’s record for cow testing 
association work, which stood until the 
Pennsylvania cow, Lady Valentine 
Maid De Kol 2d made 964.5 lbs. butter 
a short time ago.

This plan was 
then endorsed by the meeting and the secretary and 
president authorized to take appropriate action furthering 
the successful accomplishment of the program as laid 
down in this plan. 

The County Holstein-Friesian Assocaition voted to join 
the state federation in a body, the president and secretary 
were elected as a committee to harmonize the constitution 
and by-laws with those of the state federation, and an 
amendment to the constitution was passed by the required 
two-thirds majority fixing the fees for the County Associa- 
tion at $3.00 per year to include membership in the state 
Federation as well as the County Association. 

A motion was carried that the Susquehanna County Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association go on record as favoring the 
establishment of a State Fair for Pennsylvania and that a 
committee be appointed to draft suitable resolutions. Dr. 
L. M. Thompson, B. F. Jones, & G. F. Decker were 
appointed on this committee. 

The following resolution was presented and adopted by 
the meeting: 

Resolved, That the Susquehanna County Holstein-Friesian 
Association endorses the work of The Bureaus of Animal In- 
dustry of The United States and of Pennsylvania in the tuber- 
culosis and that it is the opinion of this association that the 
Accredited Herd Plan should be pushed in this county by the 
services of one man devoted entirely to this work in this 
county. A motion was carried that copies of this resolution be 
sent to our representatives in the legislature and state senate 


and to Senator Penrose. 
A motion was carried that all back dues be remitted to 


Jan. 1, 1921, so that all members may start anew under the 
new state constitution. 

County Agent Fogue gave a report covering plans for 
advancing agriculture in the county and outlined a few 
conditions. ; 

This meeting was marked by considerable enthusiasm. 
The feeling was expressed that Pennsylvania has the very 
best form of organization for her Holstein Industry of any 
state in the union. As the leading Holstein county of the 
state, Susquehanna has an opportunity to greatly advance 
her interests and enlarge her opportunity.

HOLSTEINS MAKE WONDERFUL 
SHOWING IN WEST 


The January report of the Western 
office of the Dairy Division, U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, reveals that 
Holsteins come very near carrying ev- 
erything before them in the West. 
Three cows, all in California, make 
over 113 lbs. of fat in the month. Five, 
of which four are Holsteins, make 
over 100 lbs. of fat in the month. The 
leader is a grade Holstein called Mat- 
tie, owned by H. A. Yonkin of Corona, 
Calif. She makes 2328 Ibs. of milk, 
125.7 Ibs. of fat. Close behind her 
comes a registered Holstein in the 
herd of F. W. Kiesel of Netomas, Cal. 
This animal, identified as Tag 255, 
made 2133 lbs. milk, 123.7 Ibs. fat. A 
Holstein owned by E. Graham ‘of Com- 
pton, makes 113.3 Ibs. A registered 
Guernsey makes 108 Ibs. and Pearl 
Korndyke, a registered Holstein, own- 
ed by L. W. Markham of Lamar, Colo. 
makes 102.9 lbs. of fat, 1905 Ibs. of 
milk. Washington owns the next cow 
in Belle, a registered Holstein owned 
by A. E. Smith of Sumas, with a total 
of 2427 Ibs. milk, 89.9 Ibs. of fat, and 
Colorado comes next with Lady, anotn- 
&r registered Holstein owned by N. R. 
D'Arcy of Parker. Her totals are 87.3 
Ibs. fat, 2130 Ibs. milk. 

When considering the breeds in the 
wterent States, we find that the three 
ighest cows reported for California 
are Holsteins and the same is true of 
Colorado. The first and second high- 
est record cows in Idaho are both reg- 
istered Holsteins, and Washington’s 
— cow is a registered animal of

The second highest Wash- 
ington herd reporting is that of What- 
com association with 78.9 lbs. In Col- 
orado, the three leading herds are all 
Holsteins, Arkansas Valley coming 
first with 79.6 lbs., Douglas next with 
75.7 lbs. and Johnstown third with 71.2 
Ibs. 

In reporting the herd averages, they 
are divided into those for herds con- 
sisting of more than 15 cows and for 
herds of under 15 cows. A. E. Smith 
of Milky Way Farms, Sumas, Wash., 
leads with an average of 1601 Ibs. 
milk, 54.5 lbs. of fat, made on 30 reg- 
istered Holsteins entered in the What- 
com Association. Los Angeles Asso- 
ciation is second with a herd of regis- 
tered Holsteins, numbering 34, owned 
by F. Hartsook of Lankersheim, Calif., 
with an average of 51.8 lbs. fat. A 
Holstein herd of 17, owned by the 
Green Mountain Dairy, of Lamar, Colo. 
comes next, this Arkansas Valley herd 
having an average of 1531 lbs. milk, 
50.5 Ibs. fat. 

Whatcom Association also has the 
highest record small herd and as 
usual this is owned by Pete Bergsma, 
of Ferndale, Wash. His six cows av- 
erage 1653 lbs. of milk, 48.8 Ibs. of fat. 

The report covers herds in Calt- 
fornia, Oregon, Washington, Colorado 
and Idaho, and the average production 
shown is extremely creditable, not 
only to the dairy herds of that section, 
but also to the Holstein breed, which 
shows so prominently in the returns.

What Cow Testing Will Do. 


F. T. Aitken a member of the Orange 
County, Calif. Cow Testing Associa- 
tion is a believer in cow testing. In 
August, he was milking 28 cows. Since 
then, he has sold eight cows and at 
the present time gets more butterfat 
from his present herd of twenty than 
he did from 28. By testing, culling 
and changing the feed, this result was 
accomplished. 

J. J. Kelley was milking 45 head and 
found that he had thirteen boarders.

Holsteins Make Clean Sweep in Illinois

The Holstein breed added another to 
its great list of triumphs when the 
black and white animals took every 
honor in the Illinois Cow Testing As- 
sociation for the month of January. 
It is probable that they set a record 
never equalled by any other breed in 
any other state. There are ten as- 
sociations reporting. Every associa- 
tion was headed by a pure bred or a 
grade Holstein.

milk, 771.6 Ibs. butterfat, which is 
equivalent to 964.5 Ibs. of butter. All 
milk was retailed at 12 cents a quart, 
so that the value of her production 
was $1204.49.

From July 1918 to July 1919, 
produced 16,916 Ibs. milk, 667.71 Ibs. 
butterfat. During the making of this 
record, she freshened on October 17 
1918, so that it is not a lactation per. 
iod record, simply the association year 
record. 

Perhaps the greatest cow testing as- 
sociation record ever reported is that 
of Katie Pietertje Paul 5th, the great 
cow owned by Jabez Smith & Son of 
Newark Valley, N.Y. This cow 
freshened on Nov. 7, 1918, and was 
run in A. R. O. test for two months. 
The Smiths joined the cow testing as 
sociation Jan. 1919 and after this cow 
had been fresh two months and kept 
on A. R. O. test ail the time, she was 
put in the association with other mem- 
bers of the herd. In ten months she 
made 21,005.3 Ibs. milk, 956.2 Ibs. but- 
ter. Her full year’s record, however, 
was 25,502 lbs. milk, 1152 Ibs. butter. 

Lady Valentine Maid De Kol 2d 
132272 made in the York Valley, Pa. 
Cow Testing Association in 365 days 
19,975 lbs. milk and butterfat equiva- 
lent to 964.5 Ibs. of butter. This, as 
far as we know, is the largest butter 
record ever reported for a cow in cow 
testing association work.

CLUB 


At the regular meeting of the Wis- 
consin Saddle and Sirloin club, the 
association of the agricultural students 
of the University of Wisconsin, held 
February 17, plans for the Little Inter- 
national to be held March 12 were dis- 
cussed. It was at first suggested that 
cash prizes be awarded, but the senti- 
ment of the membership seemed to be 
all in favor of ribbons and medals, so 
it was practically decided to do away 
with the cash prizes. A superintend- 
ent was appointed for each depart- 
ment, and a committee selected by 
him to assist him in his work. The 
judging at the show will be based upon 
the improvement in the appearance of 


the animal, and on the handling of the 
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animal in the ring. For this reason 
the judge must appear twice, but the 
judges will be competent, of that we 
are assured. 

After this discussion. a talk by Dr. 
C. F. Finlay was presented. Dr. Fin- 
lay spoke on “Live Stock in New Zeal- 
and and Australia.’”’ He told about 
his impressions on landing in this 
country, and then went on to compare 
the livestock industry here with the 
industry in his own country. 

He said that the dairymen of the 
South Seas are more progressive than 
we ordinarily give them credit for. 
He claims that the Jerseys of New 
Zealand are equal to those of America, 
and while he hesitated to make the 
same claim for their Holsteins, he said 
that “with us, as in all other places, 
the Holsteins hold the records.”

No eed tea ~ 
flock books are kept in New Zealand 
The men who are in the livestock in- 
dustry are practically all wealthy men 
who are in the business to stay, and 
Dr. Finlay expressed it as his opinion 
that it is because of this fact that the 
breeders have succeeded so well with. 
out a herd book. Such a system would 
doubtless be a failure in this country 
where such a large proportion of the 
sheep are owned in small flocks. Many 
Australian sheep men number their 
sheep by the hundreds of thousands. 

A good point of the Australian sys- 
tem is the provision that no cattle or 
sheep be exported without first pass- 
ing inspection by the breed associa- 
tion or its representatives, This fact 
is responsible for the present reputa- 
tion of the breeders. Dr. Finlay de. 
plored the fact that after the Austral- 
ian sheep men had spent fifty years 
of the most painstaking mating, and 
the most drastic culling to produce the 
Corriedale sheep, Americans are sgell- 
ing from 50 to 75 per cent. Corrie 
dales for breeding purposes. 

Dr. Finlay expressed surprise at the 
fact that sheep men in this country 
are willing to take a place second to 
the cattle breeders, because in his 
country, the sheep men are foremost.

gie Ormsby 2d with 28.2 lbs. owned by 
John Erickson of Waupaca, Wiscon- 
sin. 

Among the milk producers we find 
that only in the mature class have 
any passed the 800-lb. mark, the leader 
being Queen Wayne Zozo Johanna 
with 818.9 lbs., owned by R. T. Smith 
of Seattle, Washington. Another 800- 
lb. cow is Segis Pietertje Prospect 
who has, as everyone knows, finished 
her year with over 37,000 lbs. and who 
made during the course of her year a 
number of official seven-day records 
above 800 Ibs. Perhaps her most 
creditable 7-day record is 808 Ibs. milk 
containing 33.18 lbs. butter. 

Three of the heifer classes, the sen- 
ior 4-year-old, the junior 4-year-old and 
the junior 3-year-old, are all headed 
by 700-lb. cows or better, and the 
other three by 600-lb. cows or better. 
The seven class leaders in the 7-day 
division for butter average 33.73 Ibs. 
and for milk 706.2 Ibs. 


The 30-Day Division 


In the 30-day division we meet 
several new faces that we did not see 
when we considered the leaders for 7- 
day production. Those that also ap- 
pear as 7-day leaders are Hollywood 
Lilith Bonheur in the senior 4-year-old 
class owned by F. S. Stimson of Holly- 
wood, Fairmont Pauline De Kol 2d in 
the Junior 4-year-old class owned by 
the Bridgford Holstein Company, both 
of the above being leaders for butter 
production only. When we consider 
milk production, we find that in the 
junior 3-year-old class Mechthilde 
Korndyke Walker, owned by A. C. 
Hardy, leads for both 7 and 30 days, 
as does K. S. P. J. Pet Segis in the 
junior 2-year-old class, owned by 
James J. Jeffries. 

The largest 30-day butter record, re- 
gardless of age, was made by the ma- 
ture cow, Grace Hengerveld Inka De 
Kol, 155.90 Ibs., owned by the Minne- 
sota Holstein Company of Austin, 
Minnesota. This record, by the way, 
is a state record in a great Holstein 
state. The best 30-day milk record 
as it happens is also in the mature 
class and was made by Clycola Korn- 
dyke—3232.3 lbs.—owned at the time 
the record was made by Dygert Bros. 
of Fort Plain, New York. The senior 
4-year-old class is the only heifer class 
to have a 3000-lb. producer, the head 
of that class being Margie Wayne 
Newman with 3107.5 lbs., owned by 
Charles Eldridge of Chimacum, Wash- 
ington. 


The 305-Day Division 


Interest seems to ve rapidly grow- 
ing in the new 305-day division since 
the institution of the calving require- 
ment which says that in order to be 
eligible for competition in this division 
a cow must drop a second calf within 
fourteen months from her freshening 
at the beginning of the record. As 
we have already mentioned, there 
have been five new world’s records 
hung up during the last months of 
1920 in this new division, and one of 
the five has been broken again since 


January 1, 1921. I refer here to the 
record of Cascade Blossom who is 
given in the list below as the leader 
for both butter and milk production of 
the mature class, with 953.24 lbs. but- 
ter from 24,043.7 lbs. milk. The milk 
record as given in the list is marked 
with a star, indicating that it is a 
world’s record, but you will notice a 
second star which indicates that the 
record has been beaten in 1921. Read- 
ers of the WORLD may remember the 
great Nebraska cow, Clema Wayne 
Butter Queen whose record of over 
25,000 lbs. in this division was report- 
ed by her owner, the Woodlawn Dairy. 

Other world’s champions in this 
division include Rose De Kol Wayne 
Butter Boy with 982.03 lbs., owned by 
Hargrove & Arnold, Norwalk, Iowa. 
It is a matter of history that in addi- 
tion to this world’s record in the sen- 
ior 4-year-old class she also holds the 
world’s 305-day record in the senior 3- 
year-old class, and is the second 
largest junior 2-year-old for 365 days. 

In the junior 3-year-old class the 
world’s record has been’ broken a 
couple of times. First, by Carnation 
Blanche Fayne, owned by Carnation 
Farms, with 798.03 lbs. butter from 
20,718.7 lbs. milk. The milk record 
still stands, but the leadership for but- 
ter in this class has been taken from 
her by Ryanbe Burke owned by E. A. 
Benson & Son of Dousman, Wisconsin, 
with 806.51 Ibs. 

The one remaining world’s cham- 
pion in the 305-day division is Elm 
Court Canary Johanna 2d, with 21,- 
400.9 lbs. This heifer is owned by 
Gustave Pabst of Oconomowoc, Wis- 
consin. 

The 365-Day Division 

The most sensational record in this 
division, and probably the most sensa- 
tional ever made in any division, is 
that of Segis Pietertje Prospect, the 
great Carnation Farms cow, who milk- 
ed in a year 37,381.4 lbs. or about 4,000 
Ibs. more than any other cow of any 
age or breed ever produced. Her but- 
ter record of 1,448.69 Ibs. also leads 
the mature class and in fact leads all 
classes for the year, being the third 
largest ever made. 

We find two world’s records broken 
—one for butter and one for milk—by 
Lady Aaggie Echo Hengerveld, the 
senior 3-year-old owned by Toyon 
Farms Association, San Francisco, her 
production being 28,008 lbs. milk, con- 
taining 1,200.7 lbs. butter. In perfect 
fairness to all concerned, we might 
say that this record was started by AI- 
bert E. Smith of Sumas, Washington, 
and when the record was about com- 
pleted the heifer was sold to the 
Toyon Farms, and shipped all the way 
from the Canadian border to central 
California, making her wonderful 
world’s record production in spite o1 
this trip. 

We must likewise speak of the 
world’s record of Geertje Queen De 
Kol Posch 2d owned by Julius Schmid 
of Montgomery, New York. Her pro- 
duction was 28,866.9 lbs. milk displac- 
ing as world’s champion the Ohio 
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heifer Jolie Topsy Pauline 

has held the honor for te 
of years. Geertje’s butter record also

prepotency, and prepotency is what 
we would expect of a bull of his breed- 
ing. In the first place he is a grand- 
son of Jessie Fobes Bessie Homestead. 
former world’s champion junior 4- 
year-old for both seven and thirty 
days, with 34.96 lbs. butter in one 
week and 142.16 lbs: in a month. She 
was the first cow to make three 7-day 
records in three different years, aver- 
aging over 34 lbs. each and in addi- 
tion to her wonderful work in short 
test she has a year record of 932.73 
lbs. butter from over 21,000 Ibs. milk. 
She is a show cow and has won the 
purple at the Waterloo Dairy Cattle 
Congress. 

Furthermore, the sire of the cham- 
pion is a grandson also of Johanna Bon- 
heur Sir Fayne who is a proven son of 
Sir Fayne Concordia from perhaps the 
best daughter of Sarcastic Lad. These 
blood lines—Fobes, Homestead Fayne 
Concordia and Johanna Bonheur—are 
recognized by constructive breeders as 
ranking with the greatest of the breed. 

But it is not of the ancestry of 
Nooksack Jewel Fayne that we wish 
to speak at this time. True aristoc- 
racy is based on achievement rather 
than on ancestry, and surely the 
achievements of this great heifer are 
worthy of some little study. 

A little over a year ago Nooksack 
Jewel Fayne freshened at the tender 
age of one year eleven months tweucy- 
four days. Her owner, Mr. Evans, 
recognizing her great producing pow- 
ers, put her on official test and seven- 
teen days after calving she crossed the 
20-lb. mark, breaking the world’s rec- 
ord for milk production by heifers un- 
der two years old. her figures being 
542.2 lbs. Previous to this time the 
best yearling record was 535 lIbs., the 
production of Sadie Spofford Johanna 
Korndyke, owned by R. E. Chapin & 
Son, of Batavia, N. Y., the same record 
being credited to the Canadian yearl- 
ing. Low Banks Queen Pontiac Korn- 
dyke. The heifer, however, continued 
to gain as she was carried along on 
semi-official test and nearly a month 


later was given another official week, 
making 23,026 lbs. butter from 627 lbs. 
milk, thus firmly establishing her 
claim to the world’s championship. 
In fact, her milk record came very 
near being a world’s record for junior 
2-year-olds or under, being- exceeded 
by the production of only one other 
junior 2-year-old—another Washington 
heifer—Aaggie Nena Cornucopia with 
684.1 Ibs.

Her mile 
record is not only a world’s record 
for yearlings but it is the third largest 
eg made by a heifer under 2% Years 
All four of these heifers 
and developed in the State of Wan 
ington, which is coming to be a lead- 
ing Holstein state. When we con- 
sider the number of world’s records 
being broken in Washington, we might 
naturally get the idea that there are 
a great many pure bred Holsteins in 
that state. Some of us might be sur. 
prised to learn that there are in the 
whole state of Washington, according 
to the census report, less pure bred 
Holsteins than there are in Jefferson 
County, Wisconsin, only a few more 
than there are in Onondaga County, 
New York, and about the same num- 
ber as there are in the two largest 
Holstein counties of Ohio. With so 
few Holsteins within her borders, the 
State of Washington and the good 
breeders in that state deserve great 
credit for the splendid work that their 
Holsteins are doing, and the breeders 
of the more populous Holstein states 
in the east and middle west should 
look well to their laurels.

One fact has been convincingly de- 
veloped through these various activi- 
ties; the South American wants 
nothing but the best and is not in- 
clined to haggle at the price. To send 
anything else for his inspection is the 
gravest mistake the American breeder 
can make. The Argentino knows cat- 
tle. He is coming to know hogs since 
the American packing houses have 
brought him to a serious consideration 
of hog values. And his brother ranch- 
er in Uruguay, Paraguay, Brazil, and 
even in Venezuela and Columbia, where 
livestock in the last few years is com- 
ing rapidly into favor, are thoroughly 
learning their lessons as well. 

Altogether South America is begin- 
ning to loom as the one best market 
in the immediate future for the breed- 
er of the milk producing breeds. Much 
will depend, however, upon the energy 
of these breeders whether America or 
Europe will control the market. South 
American conditions, from the live- 
stock viewpoint, will be extensively 
discussed at the coming convention of 
the National Foreign Trade Council, 
to be held in Cleveland May 47. The 


Council is America’s foremost advo- 
cate of foreign trade extension. The 
convention is in effect an annual re 
view of the Council’s activities. Live 
stock associations will do well to be 
represented at this conference. Theirs 
is a big interest with tremendous 
foreign possibilities.
